Never  did  the  artistically  skillful  hand  of  woman 
design  a  more  lovely  landscape,  in  gold,  silk  and 
heads,  upon  a  green  velvet  ground,  than,  may  he 
seen,  framed  in  with  its  blue  mountains,  upon  the 
undulating  turf  of  KRONTHAL,  with  its  groups 
of  houses,  lakes  and  stately  tree-tops. 

Beuermann  says  and  with  justice:  “the  Thai  is 
really  a  Kronthal;”  (crown  valley)  for  this  idyllic 
watering  place  deserves  the  name  of  ‘ croiun  of  the 
valleys ‘  not  less  than  its  neighbouring  town  of  Cronberg 
deserves  the  name  of  * crown  of  the  mountains.’  — 
When  nature  scattered  its  bounties  over  hill  and  dale, 
she  certainly  dealt  with  this  lovely,  unpretentious 
little  spot  of  ground  in  no  parsimonious  manner  and 
even  now,  she  may  look  doAvn  all  the  more  smilingly 
upon  the  watering  place  in  her  lap,  just  as  an 
affectionate  mother  regards  more  tenderly  her  youngest 
babe,  than  her  elder  offspring.  Nature  associated  to 
itself  the  affilliated  arts  and  the  romantic  impressions 
produced  by  a  wild  mountain  landscape,  have  given 
place  —  as  far  as  was  requisite  for  the  purposes  of 
a  future  spa  —  to  a  park-like  vista,  with  winding 
paths,  avenues,  flower-beds  and  lakes.  —  In  the 
background,  in  the  immediate  proximity  of  the  wooded 
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slopes  of  the  Taunus  mountain  range,  stands  the 
handsome  Casino ,  which,  with  its  broad  tower  and 
numerous  projections,  has  all  the  appearance  of  a 
friendly,  hospitable  castle. 

Surrounded  on  the  East  and  West  by  hills,  clad 
with  groves  of  ancient  chestnut  trees,  this  charming 
valley  runs  in  a  northerly  direction  to  the  foot  of 
the  mountain  and  towards  the  South  it  is  lost  in  the 
large  and  wide  spreading  plain  of  the  Main.  The 
centre  is  nothing  but  one  vast  magnificent  parterre 
of  meadows  and  viewing  its  luxurious  growth  of 
flowers,  together  with  the  extraordinary  loveliness 
of  the  place  and  its  surroundings,  we  can  easily 
understand  how  one  of  the  German  writers  was  led 
to  assert  that,  next  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
castle  of  Heidelberg,  there  is  no  spot  in  Germany, 
which  possesses  so  many  attractions  as  the  Kronthal. 

Notwithstanding  its  very  elevated  situation  (500  ft. 
above  the  sea)  the  air  of  Kronthal  is  particularly  mild 
and  whilst  being  pure  and  exhilarating,  is  never  either 
extremly  cold,  or  oppressively  sultry.  The  valley  nest¬ 
less,  as  we  have  seen,  at  the  foot  of  mountain  ranges, 
which  surround  it  on  three  sides,  only  admitting  the 
soft  South  wind,  which,  coming  as  it  does  through 
the  cool  groves  of  trees,  moderates  the  heat  of  summer. 

Kronthal  is,  as  will  be  understood  from  the 
foregoing  description  NO  FASHIONABLE  WA¬ 
TERING  PLACE;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  offers 
an  inexhaustible  mine  of  rural  pleasures  and  pursuits, 
which  do  not  render  it  difficult  for  visitors  to  forego 
the  intoxicating  whirl  of  other  baths.  A  solemn 
stillness  reigns  here  and  a  pleasant  feeling  of  home¬ 
like  abandon  soothes  the  mind;  moreover  such  a  sense 
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of  peaceful  quiet,  hovers  o’er  the  valley,  that  we  can 
quite  understand  Schnetzler’s  feelings,  when  he  wrote : 
All  hail  to  thee,  thou  lovely  dale! 

With  spreading,  wooded,  summits  crown’d, 
Here  peace  herself  did  sure  conceal, 

When  elsewhere  banishment  she  found. 

Thou  offerest  in  the  sparkling  cup, 

Oblivion  of  so  many  woes; 

And,  with  thine  idyls,  dost  cheer  up, 

The  mind  least  given  to  repose. 

This  peaceful  stillness ,  renders  Krontkal  a 
PERFECT  ELYSIUM  FOR  INVALIDS ,  SUFFERING 
FROM  NERVOUS  AFFECTIONS;  nevertheless  in 
conjunction  with  this  simplicity  and*  repose  what 
variety  and  diversity  does  it  not  olfer:  Everywhere, 
in  this  romantically  coloured  landscape,  the  eye  is 
constantly  meeting  with  pleasant  surprises.  On  the 
one  hand,  we  have  the  meadows  with  their  emerald 
green  carpet,  studded  with  the  variegated  colours  of 
their  floral  decorations ;  on  the  other  hand,  the  various 
plums,  apples  and  chestnut  trees,  with  their  delicately 
tinted  blossoms  and  delicious  fruits,  present  a  most 
charming  picture  Again  the  eye  may  rest  upon  the 
lovely  shades  of  green  presentend  by  the  dark  firs 
and  the  lighter  foliaged  beech  trees  of  the  forest; 
whilst  a  little  further  on  it  rests  with  pleasure  upon 
a  charming  landscape;  as  if  it  would  gladly  imbibe 
all  the  lovely  views,  both  far  and  near  and  intoxicate 
itself  with  their  charms.  Form  certain  points  of  the 
valley  itself,  and  even  from  the  windows  of  the 
various  buildings  it  contains,  several  very  pretty  views 
may  be  obtained,  of  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Main 
and  of  the  town  of  Frankfort  itself. 
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But,  even  still  more  lovely  is  the  panorama, 
offered  to  the  gaze  of  the  visitor  from  the  summit 
of  the  Hardtberg,  which  can  be  attained  in  fifteen 
minutes.  From  here,  the  eye  wanders  as  far  as 
the  Palatinate,  to  the  Meltbocus,  the  Bergstrasse,  the 
Vogelsberg  and  Odenwald  and  even  as  far  as  the  rivers 
Main  and  Rhine;  whilst,  from  this  point  of  view,  the 
little  town  of  Kronberg  itself  forms  a  charming  picture. 

The  neighbourhood  of  Kronthal  offers  special 
advantages  for  LONELY  RAMBLES,  as  well  as 
SOCIABLE  WALKS.  Shady,  or  sunny  paths  may 
be  selected  at  pleasure  leading  over  hill  and  dale, 
through  woods,  meadows,  or  corn-fields.  Kd  nig  stein, 
Soden,  Cronberg,  Falkenstein,  Eppstein  and  the  Switzer¬ 
land  of  Nassau,  Feldberg  and  Altkonig  all  invite  the 
visitor  to  make  longer  or  shorter  excursions ;  and 
even  the  towns  of  Wiesbaden,  Mayence,  Frankfort  on 
the  Main  and  Homburg,  may  be  reached  by  the  newly 
constructed  railway,  or  by  an  easy  carriage  drive  of 
about  an  hour.  Hence  the  invalid,  who  comes  here 
for  the  restoration  of  his  health,  is  by  no  means 
necessarily  deprived  of  all  social  and  artistic  enjoy¬ 
ments  ;  although  for  him,  the  most  profitable  enjoyment 
is  that  which  he  can  derive  from  the  aspect  of 
nature  herself. 

The  unrestrained  social  conditions,  which  allow 
the  visitor  to  discard  most  of  the  troublesome  obser¬ 
vances  of  etiquette,  and  unite  all  present  as  members 
of  one  large  family,  render  the  peaceful  life  in 
Kronthal,  one  of  pleasurable  enjoyment  an  variety. 
On  Sundays,  when  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbouring 
city  of  Frankfort  pour  forth,  in  their  multitudes,  to 
the  Taunus  mountains,  and  the  country  people  of  the 
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neighbourhood  seek  to  get  a  peep  at  the  fine  doings 
of  the  guests  in  the  Sanitarium,  the  Kronthal  presents 
a  lively  aspect.  The  centre  point  of  attraction  for 
all  these  country  gatherings,  is  the  Casino,  where 
the  gastronomic  wants  of  everyone  are  civilly  and 
willingly  attended  to  and  which  has  now  been,  for 
years,  in  the  hands  of  Herr  Gottfried  Pfaff,  who  was 
long  renowned  in  Konigstein  as  an  excellent  host 
who  always  provided  his  guests  with  a  good  cuisine. 

The  waters  of  the  springs  at  Kronthal,  which 
are  remarkably  easy  of  digestion,  in  consequence  of 
their  iavourable  combination  of  common  salt  and  iron, 
may  —  without  our  laying  ourselves  open  to  the  reproach 
that  “invalids  being  looked  upon  as  milch-kine”  we 
are  attempting  to  raise  the  number  of  visitors  by 
praising  the  curative  properties  of  the  waters  —  be 
strongly  recommended  in  the  following  complaints: 

Weakness  arising  from  recent  attacks  of  illness ; 
loss  of  blood;  excessive  bodily,  or  mental 
fatigue,  in  advanced  years,  etc.  —  In  diseases 
of  the  blood  vessels,  hemorrhoids,  green  sickness, 
etc.  —  In  diseases  of  the  nervous  system;  more 
especially  of  the  spinal  marrow,  etc.  —  In 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  —  In  diseases 
of  the  digestive  organs;  stomachic  cramp, 
congestion ,  diarrhea ,  excessive  secretion  of 
mucous,  vomiting,  etc.  —  In  diseases  of  the 
sexual  organs.  —  In  rheumatism ,  scrofula, 
tetters  and  gout,  as  well  as  in  diseases  of  the 
eyes  and  ears. 

The  medicinal  properties  of  the  springs  of  Kron- 
thal,  had  hardly  been  ascertained  and  arrangements 
made  for  their  employment,  than  visitors  began  to 
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arrive  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  their  cura¬ 
tive  powers.  The  quiet  valley  became  more  and- 
more  filled  with  life,  the  sense  of  loneliness  disappeared 
and  the  bath  houses  and  dwellings  increased  in  num¬ 
ber;  until  at  last,  Kronthal  has  become  a  spa,  which, 
amongst  its  sisters  in  the  Taunus,  may  be  compared 
to  a  simple,  charming,  country  girl,  who  is  not  much 
acquainted  with  the  habits  and  doings  of  the  outer 
world ;  but  still  looks  forward,  with  expectant  longings, 
to  a  hopeful  future.  Thus  in  time  will  probably  be 
realised  that  dream  of  the  poet  Gerning  when  he 
wrote : 

Charmingly  smile  Coronia’s  verdure  clad  meads, 
Whilst  in  sunset  gold,  the  earth  is  more  gorgeously  hued ; 
And  in  the  lovely  vale,  a  troop  of  frolicsome  maidens 

seek 

Water  to  dip  from  the  ancient  fountain  of  health, 
Where  the  blithesome  nymphs,  with  their  swains  so  true, 
The  healthy  refresh  or  weaklings  strengthen  and  heal. 
Unless  some  cunning  mirage,  the  gaze  of  the  poet 

deceives, 

Coronia  will  still  bloom  forth,  surrounded  with  springs. 


The  poetic  fire  which  runs  through  the  whole  of 
the  above  description,  as  well  as  the  warmth  of  feeling 
to  be  found  in  the  writings,  which  we  have  quoted, 
speak  more  for  the  reality  of  the  restoration  to 
health  —  as  it  is  sought  by  most  patients  —  to  be 
found  in  this  pleasant  retreat,  than  the  usual  barren 
announcements  to  be  met  with  in  so  many  guide 
books;  for  surely  there  is  nothing  more  likely  to 
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raise  the  tone  of  mind  and  feelings  of  an  impression 
able  nature,  above  the  cares  of  every  day  life,  than 
the  powerful  influences  exercised  by  a  chaiming 
neighbourhood,  which  have  without  doubt  been  felt 
and  understood  to  their  fullest  extent,  by  the  authors 
of  the  foregoing  lines. 

We  hope  that  the  few  words,  simple  as  they  are. 
in  which  we  have  endeavoured  to  paint  this  lovely 
scene,  may  be  the  means  of  bringing  this  little  water¬ 
ing  place  to  notice,  amongst  the  multitude  of  its 
German  sisters  and  to  secure  for  it  that  place,  in 
their  ranks,  which  it  unquestionably  has  a  right  to 
claim;  both  as  a  curative  medicinal  spa  and  as  a 
pleasant  summer  retreat.
